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Let Swimming Be Taught. 


Of very general interest should be llie announcement made 


in this paper a few days ago lhat the National Red Cross is to 
send a man along the New England coast to give the people 
of the towns and summer resorts lessons in life saying, and 
that he will be in this city about the middle of August. 


This is good work and will merit the attention of old and 


young who are in Ihe habit of going into the water, as most 
people during ihe healed season do when they are where Ihey 
have the opportunity. And it is well lhat they should. Bath- 
ing is a wholesome*habit and nothing is more healthful and 
refreshing than a dip in salt water when Ihe conditions are 
right. 


And, now that instructions are to be given in this city and 


region relative to llie saving of life in cases where bathers are 
found helpless from any cause, one of the most important 
points of all should not be overlooked. This is lhat every man, 
woman and child should know how to swim, and Ihe course of 
instruction should certainly include the teaching of swimming. 
The knowledge of swimming is worth much to those who 
possess it as a source of pleasure, and is invaluable as a safe- 
guard against danger and death when one is in the water or 
sailing upon it. 
Swimming is easily learned and failure to 


learn il constitutes an almost criminal neglect. 


Knowing how lo swim \yi\\ not save life in every case', 'I he 


besl swimmer may be seized with, cramps and rendered "help-1 
less, but as a general'rule (he swimmer will be able in an| 
emergency lo lake care of himself until help arrives, while! 
Ihe person who docs not know how lo swim goes down lijcc a 
stone as soon as he gels beyond his depth'and the result is a 
most unnecessary and pitiable tragedy. 


Parents of children, especially those living near the water, 


should insist upon their boys and girls learning lo swim at an, 
early age. Most of the boys will learn with no more assistance 
than can be given by their playmates, but not all, while many 
of Ihe girls grow up in ignorance of what should be consid- 
ered a prime accomplishment. 


II is well worth while lo know how to swim. 
'I he knowl- 


edge makes one more confident when sailing and obviates a 
feeling of nervousness which many experience when on the 
water even under the safest possible conditions. 


It will be fortunate for Portsmouth and other towns along 


the coast if Ihe coming visit of this life saver shall serve to 
stimulate an interest in swimming, one of the best exercises in 
the world, and, under ordinary circumstances, the bcsl safe- 
guard in the world against death by drowning. 


U is well that llie service men who visit Salisbury Beach 


should be protected lo the greatest possible exleul against the 
vicious characters, male and female, lhat have flocked lo thai 
resort since being rooted out of Boston, consequently there is 
large satisfaction in the knowledge that the federal and local 
authorities are standing on guard. In a certain sense the dan- 
gers that beset the soldiers at home arc greater than those Ihey 
face al the front.
